The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  of  a high  standard 
throughout  the  past  year.  There  has  been  no  case  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  ; but  in  the  Spring  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
close  the  day  and  Sunday  schools  for  one  week,  on  account  of  an 
epidemic  of  Measles — there  being  on  March  26th  23  children  absent 
from  the  upper  division  of  the  National  School  on  account  of 
Measles. 

The  five  cottages  at  Greenside  that  were  reported  to  you  as 
being  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  of  repair  have  been  attended  to,  and 
now  are  made  habitable  and  have  proper  drainage  arrangements. 

The  farm  known  as  Fell  House,  and  in  the  occupation  of  A. 
Kershaw  (owner,  Mrs.  Garnett,  The  Hollies,  Hoylandswaine)  has 
been  inspected  on  several  occasions,  and  I beg  to  report  that  the 
house  is  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  the  farm  buildings  are  unfit 
to  keep  cattle  in.  I recommend  that  the  place  be  condemned  unless 
extensive  repairs  be  at  once  undertaken  to  the  house,  the  farm 
buildings,  and  farm-yard. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  district  remain  the  same  as 
in  previous  years.  Those  parts  of  Hoylandswaine  that  depend  for 
their  water  supply  on  shallow  wells,  were,  on  account  of  the  dry 
weather  during  the  summer,  very  deficient. 

Under  the  Workshop  & Factory  Act  1 have  to  report  that  the 
group  of  wooden  huts  at  Hoyland  Moor  used  for  fog-signal  making 
have  been  inspected,  and  are  in  an  efficient  sanitary  condition.
